With the boldness which has char- 
acterized his every action since the 
fight between the United States Mar- 
shals and the union miners at Stearns, 
on Chritmas day. Berry Simpson, the 
leader of the men now resisting arrest, 
who has been breathing out threats 
against the constituted authorities, 
Tuesday ^had a long talk with Gov. 
Willson. Simpson was in Pine Knot 
and Gov. Willson was in Frankfort, 
but the two talked for some minutes, 
and the leader, of what has usually 
been described as an outlaw gang, was 
as cool as though it was a common 
thing for a fugitive from justice to 
talk to he Governor of the State be- 
fore giving himself up to be tried.

100,000 Killed in Earthquake. 

One hundred thousand dead ; Messina, 
in Sicily and Reggie and a score of 
other towns in Southern Italy over- 
whelmed, the entire Calabrian region 
laid waste. 

This is the earthquake’s record so 
far as is at present known from the 
reports that are coming slowly into 
Rome, on account of the almost com- 
plete destruction of lines of communi- 
cation to the stricken places. 

The death list in Messina ranges 
from 12,000 to 50,000, that of Reggie, 
which with its adjacent cities number- 
ed 45,000 people, includes almost the 
entire population. At Palmi, 1,000'are 
reported dead ; at Cassano, 1.000 ; at 
Ccsenz, 500. and half of the population 
of Bagnara, about 4,000. 

The Monte Leon region has been 
devastated and . Riposto, Seminaria 
San Giovanni. Scilla, Lazzaro and Can- 
nitello and all other communes and vil- 
lages bordering on, the straits are in 
ruins. The King and Queen of Italy 
are now on their way to Messina, hav- 
ing sailed from Naples aboard the bat- 
tleship Vittorio Emmanuel. 

The Pope has shown the greatest dis- 
tress at the calamity and he himself 
was the first to |contribute] a sum 
amounting to $200,000 to tbe^elief of 
the afflicted. French, British and Rus- 
sian warships are steaming toward the 
South and already several of the ships 
of Great Britan and Russia have reach- 
ed Sicily. 

Officers and men of these ships have 
performed heroic service in the work 
of rescue. It is fpartd that many for- 
eigners have been’killed, as a number 
of the hotels at Messina and doubtless 
at other places^iwere crowded with 
tourists.
